Frank W. Dixon. of Alabama said 
today that with one exception all 
state. Governors. were opposed to 
a pending. $300,000,000 Federal pro- 
gram of war displacement unem- 
ployment benefits which he said 
was “an attempt to federalize” 
state compensation plans. 

Appearing before the House 
Ways and Means Committee, Gov. 
Dixon said he supported provisions 
for training new defense workers, 
but strongly opposed the sections 
designed to supplement state bene- 


fits. 

Under the legislation the Feder- 
al Government would add 20 per 
cent to the state unemployment 
compensation of workers—such as 
automobile workmen in Michigan 
—temporarily displaced by con- 
version of plants to war time pro- 
duction for a period of up to 26 
weeks. 

State opponents contend that the 
Federal Government could deprive 
them of funds for administration 
of all Federal social security pro- 
grams if they did not properly co- 
operate with the. Social Security 


Board in the war time displace- 
ment program. 
“Blank Checks” Provision. 

Claude <A. Williams, chairman 
of the Texas Unemployment Com- 
pensation Commission, told the 
committee: 

“There is a blank check provi- 
sion authorizing the Soeial Secur- 
ity Board to make such regula- 
tions as it sees fit and the power 
is given the board to withhold our 
funds or cut off our pay checks if 
we're bad boys and don’t behave. 

“All that is needed to federalize 
the Unemployment Compensation 
Commission under this legislation 
is an executive order of the Presi- 
dent mustering us into national 
civil service.”

Since the Governor.desires to make a fresh start in 
the highway situation, and under the statutes has 
power to remove a commissioner, Mr. Simpson's use- 
fulness to the Donnell administration in this ca- 
pacity is at an end. It is up to him to co-operate 
with the Governor in working out a reconstituted 
personnel which will enable the commissipn to re- 
sume its important and extensive business, now all 
the more movtan because of the war. 
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THE MOUNTING RED INK. 

The national debt is going up and up. By the 
end of the week, it will be around 62 billion dollars, 
and this is only the start. According to the Presi- 
dent’s last budget message, by June, 1943, the Gov- 
ernment will be in the red about 110 billions. To 
take care of this astronomical increase, Secretary 
of the Treasury Morgenthau has said he will soon 
ask.-Congress either to increase the limit’ on Gov- 
ernment obligations from 65 billions to 110 billions, 
or to abolish the limit altogether. 

With, or without a roof, the red ink is cert&in to 
mount. Few foresee victory by next June, and con- 
tinyance of the war means ever-growing deficits. 
Before the struggle is over, the nation may reason- 
ably expect to be about 150 billion dollars in the 
hole. It will be a heavy burden, but it will be borne 
cheerfully as an inevitable part of what victory and 
peace cost. 

Interest on 110 billion dollars alone is a sizable 
sum, It amounts to more than two and a half bil- 
lions a year. This is higher than the entire public 
debt when the United States entered World War I, 
and is much higher than the total spending of the 
Government for all purposes in any peacetime year 
before 1918, 

Our Federal debt makes a high national income 
obligatory, 

To.meet interest charges and to retire the prin- 
cipal requires tax receipts so enormous as to be ob- 
| tained only when the national income is at peak 
levels. Our mopnting deficit ia an additional reason 
why another depression mustn't happen here. Wash- 
ington can’t afford it.

Dangerous Hussy 


British saw how irresponsible gossip played a part in fall of France, 


passed drastic laws against spreading tales, 


and fined a few rumor-mongers; then citizens began laughing at 


the know-alls, who from then on “kept their silly mouths shut.”

N Great Britain, in 1939, and until the 
1* of France in June, 1940, there was a 

great deal of disquiet about the mischiev- 
ous effects of gossip and rumor in France— 
in a land at war—and, above all, in a land 
invaded by the enemy. It was quickly 
proved, beyond doubt, that the speedy col- 
lapse of France had been, in part, brought 
about by the fearful tales of the wicked, the 
ill-informed and the know-all. 

Foreign observers noted how gossip and 
rumor greedily ate their way Mite venomous 
serpents through the fair land of France, so 
that the feet of her soldiers became as lead 
and the hearts of her women turned to, 
water. 

There was no lie that was not believed. 
There was no treachery that was not ac- 
cepted as inevitable. There was no story of 
German omnipotence or of French ineffi- 
ciency that did not bear the stamp of truth, 
There was no rumor, however barefaced in 
its criminal idiocy, that was not 
from mouth to mouth until in due course it 
carried the official authority of the people's 
conviction. And France, beaten tn the field, 
Was rendered helpless to reorganize her re- 
sources: by the treachery of a few and the 
fearful credulity of the multitude. 

Gossip, rumor, lies, exaggeration, malice, 
atupidity. ... 

After France fell, British authorities took 
counsel amongst th Ives. Our leaders; 
only too well aware of what had happened 
across the Channel, wondéred what steps 
they should take to discourage gossip and 
rumor. They did not fear such treachery 
as had paralyzed certain districts of France, 
for Englishmen throughout a pretty quar 
relsome history have never betrayed each 
other’ with that enthusiasm which has at 
times beén shown by Frenchmen. 

Our leaders, knowing the infinite capacity 
of Englishmen for deriding themselves and 
stumbling at their rulers, feared the mis- 
chievous power of gossip and rumor. They 
fancied that under the awful strain of 
nightly air bombardment and the daily 
threat of invasion, the ordinary English- 
man might understandably indulge in gos- 
siping, opreading tales and pretending to 


We read about them in the newspapers, 
as some were fined and others sent to pris- 
on. We were indignant with such wretches. 

We read of the man who. had been arrest- 
ed in a North Country town for having told 
some soldiers over a glass of beer that he 
had a friend “high up” in the War Office 
so that he knew for a fact that a number 
of our Generals were in German pay. 

We read of the housewife who, on having 
been warned by a policeman of a blackout 
‘offense, had abused the said policeman and 
told him that what England needed was a 
capable man like Hitler to knock-the non- 
sense Gut of people like the said policeman. 
Fined $8, she was.

Smith said Hitler asked him in 
1933, when the NRA was inaugu- 


‘resembled the cartel system in 
Germany. He quoted Hitler as 
stating that his future policy was 
to develop areas in the world after 
the pattern of-the United States, 
regarding this. country as repre- 
sen the only area in the world 
possessing sufficient assets to 
maintain a high standard. of 
living. , 

“Hitler said he understood the 
Metropolitan’ Opera Hause ‘was 
sold, out every time a Wagnerian 
opera was presented,” Smith said, 
“and observed that he took it to 
mean that the people of the 
United States liked Germany and 
understood what he was trying to 
do. . He. seemed .anxious .to have 
us like him.” 

Smith ‘said that Hitler remarked 

that he regarded “mixed races” in 
the United States as this country’s 
only wéakness. 
At the opera, Smith, who is 
critic for Esquire and Coronet, 
said Hitler is “emotionally respon- 
sive,” frequently bursting into 
tears. Smith attended perform- 
ances several times in Hitler's 
box, members of the audience 
staring at Hitler and his staff 
during intermissions. 

“Hitler saw ‘Lohengrin’ eight 

times in one month in 1936,” 
Smith recalled, “and I .would esti- 
mate he attended the theater 16 
nights in another month. Inci- 
dentally, his forelock conceals a 
gash in his forehead.” 
Hitler, he continued, gave him 
a letter of introduction to Karl 
Haushofer, president of the Insti- 
tute of Geo-Politics who, on learn- 
ing he was from Piatt County, 
Illinois, produced a file showing 
the agrarian, economi¢ and social 
factors of the county. Even the 
ancestry of landowners was traced, 
Smith said, and the dossier con- 
tained data on the foibles of most 
of the leading citizens. Other 
items on file, he said, included an 
assortment of photographs, many 
in informal poses, and clippings 
from Broadway columnists. 

Smith quoted Haushofer as say- 
ing in, 1935: “We will use the 
yellow race to destroy Anglo-Saxon 
rule in the Orient but eventually 
we may have to fight them.”

Some of these new officers being 
called into service have rudimen- 
tary reserve training and at least 
know what a soldier looks like 
but the men remaining in tHese 
reserves are dwindling daily. 

Intensive training of hundreds 
of thousands or at least a mini- 
mum of combat officers seems to 
be a subject which, in the jam and 
rush. of building the world’s great- 
est army, is not getting the atten- 
tion it deserves. 

Much more could be done. In- 
deed, in the training of air fight- 
ers, miracles have been done and 
are being done daily. The job is a 
little different. The end to be 
gained is far more specialized and 
the basic training need not be as 
broad. The training of line offi- 
cers will take more time. 


Practice Criticised. 


In the meanwhile, a rather 
vicious practice is going on. Men 
come to Washington who don’t 
know “squads west” but, by rea- 
son of business experience, or spe- 
cial standing, apply for Army ad- 
ministrative jobs—by the dozens. 

We don’t want to pull an Army 
administrator, trained also as a 
soldier, out of our scant. reserve 
of soldiers. But, in the Washing- 
ton hierarchy of. rank, and also 
out in the field, this fellow sud- 
denly appears in a major’s or lieu- 
tenant colonel’s uniform. 

There he stays—“for the dura- 
tion” and sometimes longer. This 
may happen although he never saw 
a day’s service. There are regular 
field soldiers who have served 
nearly 10 years and are only cap- 
tains. They will remain below the 
one-day major or lieutenant colo- 
nel in rank as long as this war 
lasts unless they are, by good luck 
and opportunity, selected for ef- 
ficiency. 

After the first World War, offi- 
cers of such short service re- 
mained as a “hump” in the promo- 
tion list to stymie promotion for 
many years. It forced Army mo- 
rale down to its lowest ebb right up 
to the day this war began, 

These are lessons of experience. 
Like so many others in industrial 
and man-power mobilization—they 
ought not to be allowed to happen 
again,

100 ACQUIRES TWO RARE 
RED COCKS-OF-THE-ROCK 


12 New Tanagers of Various Colors 
Also Added to Exhibits in 
Bird House. 


Two rare brilliant red cocks-of- 
the-rock and 12 tanagers.of various 
colors have been purchased by the 
St. Louis Zoo and are now on ex- 
hibit, Director George P. Vierheller 
said today. The tanagers and one 
cock-of-the-rock have been placed 
in the swamp scene at the Bird 
House, the other in a separate cage 
because of their quarrelsome dis- 
positions.

WASHINGTON; Feb. 12. — The 
possibility that the Department of 
Justice would increase its co-oper- 
ation with Missouri officials in the 
pending quo warranto proceedings 
before the Missouri Supreme 
Court against the 137 stock fire in- 
surance companies became strong- 
er today after Attorney General 
Roy McKittrick of Missouri and 
his first assistant. Robert L 
Hyder, conferred with Attorney 
General Biddle and Assistant At- 
torney General Thurman Arnold. 
McKittrick said Biddle had 
shown great interest in the Mis- 
souri proceedings and had indicat- 
ed.that after he had studied mem- 
oranda prepared by Arnold's anti- 
trust division would decide what 
assistance the Federal Govern- 
men could give. Arnold is eager 
to begin Federal anti-trust pro- 
cedings against what McKittrick 
calls “the biggest monopoly in the 
country,” but Biddle must give 
him the go-ahead signal.

McKittrick and Hyder are sched- 
uled to confer later today with 
Chairman Wright Patman of the 
House special committee to inves- 
tigate small businesses. Patman’s 
committee has shown great inter- 
est in anti-trust suits and has 
worked closely with Arnold. A 
House investigating committee 
would not be handicapped by jur- 
isdictional questions, McKittrick 
said, and might be able to uncover 
evidence denied his investigators.

I rode with them today and wit- 
nessed from a Blenheim bomber a 
typical daylight attack escorted by 
British.

This morning this same squad- 
ron attacked the Japanese head- 
quarters at Paan on the east bank 
of the Salween River, north of 
Moulmein and Martaban, starting 
three fires. 

This afternoon it was expected 
that Paan would be raided again, 
but just before the squadron took 
off*from the simmering heat and 
dust of a converted Burmese paddy 
field instructions came to relieve 
Japanese pressure farther down 
the river. 

“Not Theirs to Reason Why.” 
We were not informed of the 
reason, but I could guess. Eleven 
days ago I had squatted near Do- 
gra Indiana machine-gunners who 
were staving off persistent Japa- 
nese attempts to ferry troops from 
Moulmein across the broad lower

one expert. Handed a scrambled 
door bell, door lock or alarm clock 
as a test puzzle, and told to put 
it together, the boys in a class 
would eagerly fall to work.

| they were not interested. But why? 
Perhaps it was just because they 
had never had the thrill of +hhand- 


ling tools and making things work, 
which the boys had begun to ac- 
quire when very, very young: 


If you would like to gauge wheth-. 


er you are mechanical minded 
yourself, there is no better way to 


find out than to do a few assembly 


tests of this sort. 

Meanwhile, from primitive tribes 
came evidence showing that traits 
we think of as typically masculine 
or feminine are just the reverse 
in some social circles. Dr. Mar- 
garet Mead, anthropologist, found 
one tribe in which women took the 
leading role in economics and com- 
merce. Women fished, manufac- 
tured the mosquito nets that were 
the. chief trade article, and con- 
ducted the trading. And the men? 
They sat around doing artistic 
work. 

As a result of this topsy-turvy 
culture pattern, the women in this 


‘tribe were practical, businesslike 


and impersonal. The men were 
gentle and timid. It sounds curi- 
ous. But, then, they would prob- 
ably think us funny, too, 

It does suggest the question: 
Suppose, in our civilized society, 
we had taken it for granted that 
women should run the machines, 
not just sewing machines and type- 
writers, but all kinds? 

The answer apparently is that 
women would have done better 
with the responsibility than might 
be supposed, For war is testing 
the mechanical aptitude of wom- 
en in a gigantic way, and provid- 
ing some striking revelations. 

World War One showed that 
women could do many kinds of 
factory jobs, supposedly men’s 
work. World War Two is contin- 
uing the laboratory experiment 
with even more spectacular re- 
sults. 

In a survey made by the United 
States Employment Service, 1900 
types of occupation suitable for 
wonten have already been deter- 
mined, and before the survey is 
finished it is expected that the 
number will mount to 3000. Not 
all of these are machine jobs or 
mechanical jobs, but in the: long, 
long list many jobs are of these 
types. Everyone knows that 
women are handling such work 
as operating drills, driving over- 
head cranes, doing electric spot 
welding. In England, they now 
drive double-decker busses 
through traffic and take three-ton 
trucks in convoy to the ports. 

Girls presumably like defense 
jobs; otherwise they would not 
take them, observes a level-head- 
ed young psychologist, Dr. Bea- 
trice Dvorak, who specializes in 
industrial psychology for the 
United States Employment Serv- 
ice. 

Liking machine jobs is being 


_Mmade easier for girl.-and women

workers because while the girls 
adapt themselves to the machines, 
factory processes are also. chang- 
ing in ways that make it easier 
for women to take hold. As time 
goes on, it will apparently be pos- 
sible for women to do more and 
more of the world’s industrial 
work—if they are needed and if 
the present interest is sustained. 

Plastics, for instance, are re- 
placing metals, Dr. Dvorak points 
out. Plastics are lighter in weight 
than metal, easier for women to 
handle. 


HEN, as — OPN RE ad- 
T vances, workers guide ma- 

chines instead of using 
sheer physical strength. . One 
limiting factor that has han- 
dicapped women in industry is 
that feminine strength is not on 
a par with masculine muscle. In 
gripping strength, says Dr. Dvo- 
rak, American women are found 
to average about 23 kilograms 
compared with man’s almost dou- 
ble strength of about 45. In some 
states, regulations limit the 
amount of weight that women 
employed may lift or carry.
